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This selected list of authorities aims to include the

The original list was 
compiled with the needs of the reference department of 
the State library particularly in mind. In the revision 
the needs of the public library have been considered. In 
addition to books and analytics, periodical references 
have been utilized in some divisions and omitted in 
others, the decision depending on the value of the 
article and the quantity of other material. The re- 
ferences have been selected in the main from study and 
comparison of the lists in library bulletins quoted at the 
beginning of each section, supplemented, when it seemed 
desirable, by original search.
